.Ml  researches,  however,  lead  up  a 
blind  alley  when  it  eomea  to  deter- 
iTtininir  the  effect  of  fohaccn  on 
physical  prowess.  Cases  have  Seen 
disceipered  in  the  United  States  which 
\how  that  tobacco  enerciven  little  if 
any  effect  on  those  preparinx  for  ex- 
treme forms  of  muscular  effort.  Dr. 
Rosslyn  Itarp  has  made  an  invc<^tica 
tion  at  Antioch  College,  Ohio,  and 
finds  that  there  among  177  smokers,  21 
had  oMained  "letters"  or  colors 
while  Ol  176  non-smokers  exactly  the 
same  number  had  been  similarly  suc- 
cessful The  Lancet  in  commenting 
on  this  investigation  says  that,  (he 
non-smokers  show  no  superioffty  over 
the  smokers  in  athletics.  Medicsl  con- 
siderations illugtratft  that  the  case 
against  the  smoker  far  from  being

Sir  Humphrey  Rollcston  has  been 
lecturing  on  the  Medical  Aspect*  of 
Tobacco,  and  he  points  out  thst

He  has  invitefl 
M  'i'rot/ky  to  write  a  life  of  M 
i.eniu  on  the  theory  that  no  matter 
what  may  he  th'*  political  differences 
that  exist  Russia  has  a  heritage  m 
common  with    other    nations  and 

therefore  he  wants  the  man  who 
knew  M.  Lenin  best  to  write  his  his- 
tory. One  tribute  of  more  than  or 
ditiary  weight  that  has  been  penned 
on  the  occasion  of  Mr.  Garvin's 
appointment  appears  in  The  Man- 
chester Guardian,  which 'says: 

'i  n  t!ir  outsider  it  is  an  unexpected 
a|iI)omtmcnt,  for  Mr.  Garvin  has  been 
from  early  days  one  of  our  busiest,  as 
well  ns  one  ol  our  famous  journalists, 
and  the  l'.ncv<  lopaedia  has  been  asso- 
ciated with  the  academic  and  philo- 
sophi.  fypv— m  popular  parlance  the 
dry-as-dust  type.  But  great  pundits 
are  not  neceasarily  dry.  nor  are  great 
publicists  necessarily  one-sided  and 
unscholarly.

Another  discovery  of  outstanding 

historical  and  arrhaeolrjgical  import 
ance  i&  believed  to  have  been  made  in 
the  location  of  the  site  of  Aornoa.  The 
discovery  is  i-redited  to  Sir  .Anrel 
Stein,  who  ha>  been  carrying  on  work 
in  the  Upper  Swat  Valley  nnder  the 
auspices  of  t'lc  ("".o'-miment  of  the 
North-West  l-r<>nlier  Province.  That 
valley  has  many  stupaa  and  roek 
carved  reliefs  ^\  well  as  romnian''iiiK 
positions  which  were  the  strongholds 
of  old  time  chieftains.  It  ia  believed 
that  Alexander  in  his  campaign  ncirlh 
of  the  Kabul  River,  which  preceded 
the  invasion  of  the  Punjab,  marched 
through  the  Swat  Valley.  Sir  .\urel 
Stein's  discoveries  have  served  to 
sircnKlhen  this  belief.  The  most  im- 
portant discovery  he  has  made,  - 
curding  to  a  dispatch  from  ^imla  to 
The  London  Times,  is  in  a  part  of  the 
.'sw.'it  Flills  known  as  Torwal,  which 
it  is  believed  ha.s  been  visited  by  a 
Knropcan  now  for  the  first  time  in 
some  thotuaniU  of.  yenrs.

1  he  Simla  correk^ondent  tella  of 
how  Sir  Aurel  has  found  in  the  Swat 
Valley  two  sacred  liiiddliist  sites,  one 
a  stone  bearing  the  miraculous  foot 
prints  of  Buddha  and  a  short 
Kharoshti  inscription,  and  a  huge 
boulder  where  the  pious  saw  the  Im- 
pression left  by  Buddha's  *drying 
clothes.  Sir  Aurel's  conclusion  is 
that  the  topographic  features  of  the 
valley  he  has  visited  agree  very 
closely  with  the  Greek  accounts  ot 
.\ornos,  and  that  tlie  site  has  been 
located.

legislation.  Kgually  obviously  the 
Mackenaie  dicing  Government  wishes 
to  f scape  the  responsibility  of  letting 
Parliament  decide.  If  there  is  any 
legislation  arising  out  of  the  forth- 
coming discussion  on  the  subject  we 
venture  to  believe  it  will  be  of  a  per 
functorjr  character,  designed  not  to 
embarrs!)  the  Government.  One 
point  that  will  strike  the  public  is 
that  most  of  the  commodities  smug- 
gled into  Canada  do  not  enter  the 
country  by  Cnsioms  ports  .it  all 
There  are  various  ways  of  eluding  the 
law  and  only  a  comparatively  small 

perceniagc  of  the<e  have  i onte  tn  the 
knowledge  of  the  investigating  com- 
mittee. It  ia  for  a  reorganised  Cus- 
toni>  Service  reinforced  by  the  ac- 
tivities of  tlie  Royal  Canadian 
Mounted  Police  to  combat  these,  and 
the  time  would  seem  "pporiunc  to  ex- 
tend the  aegis  of  the  police  force 
throughout  thr  country.

PBACE  RIVER  RSPORT 

.The  report  of  railway  engineers  as 
opposed  to  the  desire  of  politicians 
should  govern  futttre  transportation  for 
.  the  Peace  River  country.  There  is  a 
genuine  wish  that  this  area  should  be 
opened  up  by  means  of  transportation 
at  the  earliest  possible  moment.  There 
is  no  doubt  about  the  immense  agri- 
cultural possibilities  of  the  area.  There 
is  no  -loiiht.  tor.  iiiat  its  progress  is 
b«lng  retarded  because  of  lack  of  those , 
facilitiea  which  enable  the  farmers  to 
get  their  products  to  markets  at  such 
rates  as  will  enable  them  to  compete 
with  the  products  of  other  territories. 
The  conclusion  oi  railway  experts  is 
that  for  a  long  time  to  come  the  most 
economical  route  from  the  Peace  River 
is  via  Kdnionton  over  existing  lines  of 
railway,  and  that  means  by  way  of  the 
Bdmonton.  Dunvegan  British 
Columbia  Line 

The  aettkrs  in  the  Peace  River  dis- 
trict have  been  complainincr  that  this 
route  is  roun<lal>oiit  aii'!  <  xjieri<.ivr.  It 
is  admitted  by  Premier  Brownlee.  of 
Alberta,  that  the  prairie  rates,  which 
are  maintained  l>\  the  tmnpany  operat- 
ing the  Edmonton  &  Dunvegan  road 
canflot  be  reduced.  Among  sugges- 
tlodba  put  forward — not  by  the  engin- 
etta  for  improving  transimrtation  is 
one  for  the  coostrnction  rtf  a  short 
link  between  the  end  of  the  I'dmonton 
h  Uuovegan  line  at  Craadc  Prairie  and 
the  Canadian  National  mam  line 
at  Brule.

It 
may  be  that  postponement  for  a 
number  of  years  of  railway  connection 
between  the  Coast  and  the  Peace  River 
will  have  an  adverse  effect  on  the 
fortunes  of  the  Pacific  Great  I-'.astern 
K.iiK\a\  XN'hat  British  Columbia  loses 
in  piospertive  advantages  will  be 
gained  to  some  extent  by  the  people 
of  MSerta  because  of  the  use  of  the 
l-dmonton  &  l>unvegan  road.  Kven 
under  these  circumstances  it  is  doubt- 
ful if  the  Albcrtans  will  be  satisfied 
politically  with  the  cnRinecrs"  report 
on  Peace  River  transportation  facilities 
The  problem  i*  one  of  far  livelier 
interest  in  Alberta  than  in  British 
Columbia  as  may  be  Kau^rd  from  the 
fact  that  Prei'Mrr  I'r,n\nlM'  lias  taken 
the  position  that  until  proper  trans- 
portation is  provided  for  the  people  of 
i!h  Peace  River  «listrict,  the  coniple- 
tiuji  of  the  yudson  Bay  Railway  would 
be  "a  blot  on  Canadian  hi.stnrv  1  In 
Government  of  British  Columbia  has 
never  put  itself  on  record  to  this 
extent. 

HUMORS  OF  THE  STRIKE 

Somewhat  of  the  Englishman's 
temperament  was  disclosed  during  the 
recent  general  strike.  The  English 
.ire  not  generally  supposed — by  other 
nations- — to  be  a  humorous  race,  but 
the  fact  is  that  they  are  probably  the 
most  humorous  race  in  the-  world  in- 
asmuch as  their  sense  of  humor  is 
at  its  strongest,  like  that  of  Mark 
Taplev.  under  the  most  distrrssinfj 
circumstances.  In  Lonilou  during 
the  strike  there  were  many  omnibuaaa 

manned  by  volunteers,  and  upon  these 
there  were*  in  numerous  instances 
worda  of  chafF  and  wit  chalked  up 
wbich  served  to  keep  London  in 
good  humor  during  a  period  when 
its  population  had  to  put  up  with 
many  inconveniences.  The  hilarity 
(It  the  volunteers  in  their  self-im- 
I'osed  duties  kept  London  laughing, 
and  infused,  incidentally,  a  spirit 
which  went  a  long  way  towards  Ynak- 
ing  the  strik«  so  brief.  Some  of  the 
witticisms  challced  up  on  the  omni- 
buses have  been  r<  corded  and  no 
doubt  eventually  will  be  incorpor- 
ated into  the  hiatory  of  the  strike 
when  it  is  uritlcii.     We  quote  a  tew 

"Charlie's  .^unt.    Still  running. ' 

"To  wring  the  conductor'a  «neck, 
pull  cord  twice." 

Occasional  stone  throwing  at  the 
buses  elicited  the  following:  "A  stone 
in  the  hand  is  ssmth  two  in  the  bus." 
"Keep  your  bricks  pleaae.  All  win- 
dows broken." 

On  an  omnibus  with  all  its  glass 
none  the  followinff  appeared :  "I  have 
no  pane  now,  dear  mother. '  Un  an- 
other, ventilated  by  stone 
throwers,  "Tlu  Ncrated  Bus  Com- 
pany.' On  another  with  a  hoard 
arrbaa  a  broken  window:  "Don't 
ilod^;e  the  ..iiidintMr  tins  Way,"  and 
under  another  such  window:  "Emer- 
gency exit." 

One  omnibus  carried  the  warning: 
"The  driver  of  this  bus  is  a  Guy's 
Hospital  student.  The  conductor  is  a 
Guy's  Hospital  student.  The  police- 
man is  a  •'.ny's  Hospital  student. 
Anyone  who  throws  a  brick  will  .soon 
be  a  Guy'a  Hoapital  patfant."
